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Remarks : . 

The reference cited ( Borgudd -5,1 76,589 ), is an incorporation of a bevel gear 
type differential gear, with that of a ring gear/wheel type differential gear. 
What I am claiming is, an incorporation of a bevel gear type differential gear, 
with that of a particular type of differential gear. 

My invention uses a said; second type differential gear, that has retroaction 
capabilities; of one axle section to the other. The said; second type differential gear, 
doesn't have/need a ring gear/wheel ( see; Borgudd' s [18]). 

This application of mine never had a "Detailed Description of the Invention", 
otherwise known as the "description of the preferred embodiment". 
The "detailed description of the invention" enclosed is not a substitute specification. 

For the record; I make mention; that the examiner failed to point out the lack of a 
description of the invention, which is vital to understanding claim drafting, 
(as learned).
